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1, About 50 Douglas planes and 26 biplanes were stationed at the 
airfield on the northwestern edge of POLCTSK (28°47 'E/55¢28' Ir), 
between the Dvina River and the road to DAUGAVPTLS (26°31 'E/ 
95°52'N) im 1948 (see Annex). The planes were parked in the open. 
A fuel dump of 6 containers, the sizeof rarlroad tank Cars ;. 
and 8 to 10 smaller containers was on the ease of the field, 


2, 4 parachute training center seemed to be located in the area 
of POLOTSK. Intensive parachute training was conducted in the 
area Of BARAVULIIA (28°935'E/55°35* wW), The parachutists wore 
leather helmets and a belt with a device for fastening the para- 
chutes. Parachuting was done in Good weather. At first, jumping 
was performed from a captive balloon, six men juaping at a time. 
Later, ihe jumping was done from twineenz’ne Douglas planes fly- 
in; at an altitude of “60 feet. Three or four planes flew 
close together. The parachutists Jumped without weapons and 
were picked up by trucks, 
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Three large barracks were iocated in the area of BARAVUEHA, 
which,acsordin; to a Sovies soldier, were occupicd by 30,0600 25X1X 
parachutists. 


4, Parachute units were quartered in seveml barracks in POLC ®3k, 
The parachutists wore special leather helmets ang had submachine 
guns.
